(b) tbe election of the Chairman’ and Councillors for xeconstitution of 
the said Municipal Councils shall be held in accordance with the provisions 
of the Municipal Act on such date, not being later than the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1990, as the State Government may, by Notification, direct ; 

(c) the Municipal Councils so reconstituted shall, for all purposes, be 
deemed to have been constituted under, and be governed by, the provisions of
